Nations all-over the globe have 
a stake in the tolls charged at the 
Suez, Panama and other such 
points, and in the past have suc- 
ceeded in making their views 
known against nations much more 
powerful at the time than Egypt 
is today. 

Moreover, high rates could kill 
{the canal, necessary as it is, the 
way bus and train service can dry 
up when fares go skyhigh. This is 
another angle of the canal’s opera- 
tions which has been largely over- 


| looked in the drama of the strug- 


gle among nations. The Suez has 
had to compete vigorously for 
enough world trade to keep in 
business. 

It is threatened with competition 
by other trade routes and the 
spreading oil pipelines. The Suez 
company runs advertisements in 
publications read by international 
shippers like the signs posted on 
some highways trying to persuade 
passing motorists to choose some 
particular route or to use a par- 
ticular bridge. Nasser could easily 
run the Suez canal to ruin, say 
the experts. 

Neutrals also cannot be expect- 
ed to put up with a stalemate be- 
tween two contending nations over 
such a thing as Suez. Britain has 
a big ace-in-the-hole in her control 
of the island of Perim in the strait 
of Bab-el-Mandeb, and easily could 
bottle up the Suez at the end. That 
would lick Nasser, but also nobody 
would get to use the facilities of 
the canal. 

Not even the United States 
could assert the kind of one-sided 
control over the Panama canal 
that Nasser proposed, these ex- 
perts contend. The U.S. succeeded 
in modifying the Clayton-Bulmer 
treaty of 1850, providing for joint 
United States-British control over 
any canal through the isthmus, 
but the Hay-Pauncefort treaty of 
1901 binds the U.S. to keep the 
canal neutral and open to the ships 
of all nations at uniform rates. 

A nation that had to give up an 
age-old monopoly over a sea bot- 
tleneck is Denmark, which from 
1430 to 1857 collected dues on all 
cargoes passing to and from the 
Baltic through the Skagerrak. This 
concession was “condemned” byb 
international accord, and $20,000,- 
000 was paid to Denmark, one- 
fourth by Britain and the remain- 
der by other maritime countries in 
proportion to their shipping inter- 
ests. 

The Dardanelles are another ex- 
ample, presenting the oldest wa- | 
terway problem in history, going} 
back some 3,000 years to the Tro- 
jan wars. Its closure in 1453 caus- 
ed indirectly the discovery of the 
whole new world. A famous inter- 
national agreement, the Montreux | 
convention, permits Turkey to po- 
lice the straits but they must be 
kept open without fear or favor. | 

Russia is dissatisfied with the 
Montreaux agreement and wants} 
a revision, Britain opposes the of-

OVER 2,000 PLACENAMES 
HONOR SASK. SERVICEMEN 


Since 1946, more than 2,000 pro- 
vincial lakes, rivers, bays, penin- 
sulas and islands have been nam- 
ed after Saskatchewan servicemen 
who gave their lives during the 
Second World War in preserving 
the ideals of free men. 

The Dominion Government has 
mapped scores. of thousands of 
Square miles in northern Saskat- 
chewan and the Surveys Branch 
of the Department of Natural Re- 
sources of Saskatchewan has giv- 
en names to the innumerable 
lakes, rivers, bays, peninsulas and 
islands not only for identifying 
purposes but also to serve as a 
lasting memorial to the province's 
soldiers, sailors and airmen. . 

Names are given to these topog- 
raphical features regardless of 
rank or racial origin. 

At the end of the Second World 
War the Dominion government de- 
cided that in order to keep pace 
with the intensive development 
which was expected to take place 
in Canada, it would have to enter 
a period of intensive mapping of 
all provinces. This was necessary 
because of the extensive develop- 
ment gnticipated in oil, gas, uran-

In recent years. fewer requests 
have been received due no doubt to 
many of the parents having died 
or having moved to other parts of 
Capada and many of the service- 
men honored by placenames have 
had to be listed as: next of kin 
unknown, 


So far 2,000 servicemen have 
been honored and a further 1,300 
will be honored in the same man- 
ner in the near future. 


Upon receiving names from par- 
ents or friends, the Surveys 
Branch reviews them and forwards 
them to Ottawa for official ap- 
proval and adoption by the Cana- 
dian Board of Geographical names. 
Files containing maps showing the 
exact location of the feature plus 
the biography of the servicemen 
are kept in departmental records 
for eventual transfer to the arch- 
ives.

Sensible patchwork 

Small tears become big rips 
quickly once they start in canvas 
or plastic covers for outdoor furni- 
ture. A small rip can be stopped 
in canvas by using cellulose ce- 
ment to stick a patch on the bot- 
tom or least conspicuous side. The 
patch should be cut about an inch 
larger all around than the tear. 
For plastic materials satisfactory 
results can be obtained with the 
new plastic-patch kits recently on 
the market. These contain a sol- 
vent-cement and“patching materia) 
of clear plastic, which in place, is 
hardly visible,

FLAX VARIETIES FOR 1956 

Farmers’ seeding intentions on 
March 1, indicate that an all-time 
record of 3,776,000 acres of flax 
will be planted in the Prairie Proy- 
inces in 1956; up 18 million acres 
over last year. Although many 
things enter into the growing of a 
profitable flax crop, no single factor 
is more important than the variety 
grown A brief discussion of the 
flax varieties officially recommended 
for 1956 follows. 

Manitoba. For 1956, the late- 
maturing varieties — Redwood, 
tocket and Norland — are recom- 
mended for southern Manitoba. The 
early varieties—Raja, Marine and 
Sheyenne—are recommended (1) for 
delayed seeding in southern Man- 
toba, and (2) for all northern areas 
of the province, 

Sashatchewan. The late varieties 

Rocket, Redwood and Norland— 
are recommended for early seeding; 
Redwing and Marine for late seed- 
ing. Royal, Dakota and Sheyenne 
are no longer recommended for 
Saskatchewan 


Alberta. Only three varieties
